Every 
effort wai made by Sir Henry Clinton to 
save him, but in vain. He was tried by 
court martial and sentenced to be shot as a

LIGHT, COLOR AND THE EYE. 


Extraordinary DlCTerencea In the Power of 


Vision—Some Interesting Experiment*. 
While the eyesight of many persons is 


defective, a still greater number have eyes 
which are uulikeeuch other in seeing power. 
In fact, many practically make use of one 
eye only; the other, having been originally 
a little delective, was by degrees culled on 
for duty leas aud less and accordingly de- 
generated. 


Oue gentleman could HBO with his right 


eye the figures on the face of a clock flve- 
eightliB of an inch high at 12 feet, while he 
could see them as clearly with the left eye 
only at eight inches distance, and curiously 
enough this extraordinary difference in the 
powers of vision of both eyes was not de- 
tected by him until he had reached middle 
URC. Many people are unable to keep one 
eye shut and the other open at the same 
time. 


This is especially common with children, 


but less frequent with adults, and it will 
be readily understood that in such casts 
considerable differences in the powers of 
the eyes may exist without being suspect- 
ed. Sir John Herscbel mentions the case 
of an elderly person who by chance made 
the unpleasant discovery that he was alto- 
gether blind in one eye. 


Some simple and easily performed ex- 


periments give interesting flimpies into 
tho constitution of the eye. Go Into a dark 
room with H candle. Looking at the wall, 
which should be of a uniform dark tint, on 
moving the candle up and dowu close to 
the outer side of one eye, HO that the light 
falls very obliquely onto it, one of what 
are called "Purkitije's figures" will be 
seen. This is an appearance of a cellos of 
diverging and branched red lines on a dark 
field, in the interspace of two or three of 
which is a sort of cup shaped disk. 


These lines are the blood vessels of the 


retina, and the disk is the "yellow spot" or 
most sensitive part of the eye. In.the same 
situation, looking still at the dark wall and 
keeping the eye fixed on one point, hold 
the candle at arm's length and move it to 
and fro for a distance of about two inches 
011 a level witii the point toward which the 
eye is directed and a little to the right or 
left of it, when a faiut li^ht may be seen

die and on thelowersideof the poiut looked 
at. 


This light, if more nearly inspected, is 


seen to be an inverted image of tbe candle 
flame, equal in size to it, but very faint, 
and is, in fact, the light of the candle re- 
flected from the lens of the eye. Other in- 
ternal p..rts of the eye also reflect some of 
the light that falls into it, but the images 
formed by them are not so easily seen. 


It is well known that the pupil contracts 


mechanically in bright light and expands 
in faint light, but it has been found that 
to some extent this change is under the con- 
trol of the will. A scientific observer writ- 
ing on this subject Kays that when fronting 
a window or other light he can make the 
pupil expand or contract at the desire of 
any one looking into his eyes. 


The pupil is contracted while he steadily 


looks at the light, and when he wishes to 
expand it all that is necessary is to take his 
attention away from the eye and fix it on 
some other part of the body without mov- 
ing his eyes. This he does, say, by bit- 
ing his tongue, pinching his arm or in 
some such way. The sensitiveness of the 
retina is diniiniihcd by tiiis means, and the 
pupil dilates. It contracts again when the 
mind is once morerec/illfd to the eye and 
the bright light.--Tit-Bits.

Lotteries. 


The origin of lotteries is to be found in 


the custom inaugurated by the Roman Em- 
peror Augustus of distributing at his feasts 
sealed packets similar in appearance, but 
containing orders for articles of very differ- 
ent value. In the middle ages the same 
method was adopted by the Italian mer- 
chants in the disposition of their wares. A 
money lottery called the lotto was insti- 
tuted at Florence in 1580 for the benefit of 
the state. In Venice half a century later 
lotteries existed under public control, and 
from that time many of the European states 
resorted to the lottery as a means of raising 
a revenuo. 


In the United States the lottery was 


from the earliest settling of the country a 
familiar means of raising funds, and the 
state lotteries were generally fairly man- 
aged, but the numerous private lotteries 
and scandalous abuses to which they gave 
rise aroused public opinion against the 
principle, and in 1833 a society was formed 
in Pennsylvania which advocated its sup- 
pression, and to the efforts of this society 
may be attributed the acts of most of the 
states in prohibiting their establishment, 
—Harrison's Family Maeozine,

How to T«t OIL 


Petroleum is new much nsed for cooking 


and heating purposes. There are cheap oil* 
which are dear at any price. The principal 
danger lies In the impurity of the oil, and 
cheap oils are never pure. Dr. Hagaman 
has been lecturing in Philadelphia on th* 
subject of safe and unsafe oil* and assures 
us that in order to be safe an oil should 
have a flash test of at least ISO degrees. It 
Is well that householders should know how 
to ascertain what the flash test of any given 
oil is before using It. The method Is sim- 
plicity itself. Take any small vessel or pan 
that can stand heat aud half fill It with fixe 
sand. On this pour some of the oil to be 
tested and place In the mlxtureathenncm- 
•ter. Now put it on th« kitchen range so 
that the heat may gradually rise and watch 
the thermometer.

DEATH OF WM. II. GRUNDY. 
It is our sad duty this week to 


record the death of our townsman, 
neighbor 
and friend, 
William II. 


Grundy, the senior member of the 
firm of William II. Grundy & Co. 
Mr. Gri.ndy died at his home on llad- 
clifTestieet on Tuesday night of this 
week, oi apoplexy, after an illness of 
only a few hours duration. 
There was 


no warning or premonition. lie went 
to I'liiladulphiu in the morning accord- 
ing to his custom, and returned in the 
evening with no sign of interrupted 
health. 
At nine o'clock he was a 


strong tnau and apparently well, in 
three hours he had succumbed to all- 
conquering death. 


Mr. Grundy was born in Philadel- 


phia on the 12tb of December, 1836, 
and commenced his mercantile career 
as an importer; failing in health he 
retired "Voni the business and spent a 
portion of his time in the oil fields in 
the western part of tlie State. Upon 
his mturn Iu embarked in the wool 
trade in 18GG, which brought him in 
close ci iiimtmicatioii with the manu- 
facturer ol woolen goods. 
In 1870 


the paitnership of Grundy Brothers & 
Campion was formed for the manu- 
facture 
of worsted yarns, and the 


prcbcnt jilunt at Bristol of William II. 
Grund) I't Co. is tho development of 
that business. 


His loss as an 
individual, as a 


citizen, and as an active man of affairs, 


will be keenly and widely felt. 
He 


was well known in the business world 
and in the social walks of life. lie 
was an honored member of the Union 
League of Philadelphia, and of the 
[Manufacturers' Club, whose aims and 
objects enlisted his lively interest and 
earnest co-operation. 
He was promi- 


nently uumtified with the framing of 
the wool MI sections of the McKinluy 
tariff bill, and gave much time and 
careful thought to the subject. 
He 


was a dir .-dor ot the National Woolen 
Manufacturers Association. 
A firm 


buliver in the principles of Repub- 
licanism, he was chosen last year by 
his part) as a Presidential Elector. 


For two terms he served the borough 


of Bristol with ability as Burgess, 
and was active iu nil measures tending 
to improve the town. 
He was also 


President of t!ie Bristol Improvement 
Company, the corporation which owns 
the majority of the buildings in Bris- 
tol devoted to manufacturing. 


Mr. Gnmdy was an ardent and con- 


scientious believer in the great prin- 
ciple of Projection, the shield of 
American industry, the promoter of 
eneral prosperity. He believed in 


it with liis whole soul, loyally, un- 
equivocally, unceasingly. 
He felt that 


it was rij/ht; he espoused it with deep 
-sincerity and unshaken devotion, not 
merely for its own sake, but likewise 
Because he firmly believed that it was 
the seed-kernel of fair conditions— 


;ood 
for the country, good for the 


citizen, and friendly to the welfare of 
.he toiliiig masses. 
He felt that it 


was inseparably bound up with the 
true interests of the pleople, aud con- 
sidered it one of the essential forces ' 
that gives vitality and stability to the 
busy world of industry. 


Whether as a private citizen or as 


the head official of our borough, he 
was always deeply interested in local 
affairs. 
Elis influence was exerted 


in behalf of such needs and improve- 
ments as would best assure advantage 
to our tov.'n, increasing its attractive- 
ness aud enhancing its reputation.

He died in the morning—died in the 


farmhouse where he was born—in the 
quiet, peaceful neighborhood in which he 
had grown almost to manhood, where for 
miles around the farmers and their fam- 
ilies knew him or his parents. Before the 
nun set that warm summer day everybody 
knew that Thomas Baker's sou James was 
dead, and that the funeral would occur 
two days later at 3 o'clock p. m. How did 
everybody know itf The clerk in the store 
at the Corners told It to such farmers, their 
wives, sons and daughters us came to 
trade, and they passed the word along. If 
110 one was visible in tbe fields, they called 
in front of each house they passed until the 
door opened. K the caller was the farmer 
or one of his sons, the message of death 
waa delivered in thin way: 


"Tom Baker's boy Jim died yesterday. 


Funeral day after tomorrow at 2 o'clock." 
If the farmer's wife or daughter told the 
sorrowful news, it was done in this way, or 
about so: "Mrs. Thomas Baker's son James 
is dead—died at 9 o'clock this morning. He 
will be buried day after tomorrow at 2. 
Mrs. Dledrich will take a bunch of sweet 
pea blossoms, and I am going to send John- 
ny over to the pond for some lilies Can't 
you take Boma punsiea, phlox acd gerani- 
ums? I heard that Mrs Brown, Mrs. Vin- 
cent and Mrs Good are going to take mi- 
gnonette and goldenrod." 


I was nearly half a mile away, but I 


heard Farmer Loehrcall to Farmer Holliday 
and say: "Did you know that poor Jim 
Baker waa deai' f Yes, died this morninR. 
Burial takes place at 2 o'clock Wednesday." 
Not less than a dozen different persons told 
the news to my entertainers, pioneers of the 
neighborhood. That is the way everybody 
for five miles roundabout came to know of 
the sorrow in the home of generous neigh- 
bor Baker. 


My friend asked me if I cared to go to the 


funeral. I did. The day before I bad taken 
a long ride through the neighborhood and 
had noticed that all the farmers and their 
sons and on some farms the wives and 
daughters were as busy as beavers in har- 
vest fields. The broad brimmed hats all 
wore—men, boys and women—the plain 
gray, brown or half red wearing apparel 
made tbe women all look alike, and it was 
not easy to tell one man from another. But 
they were substantial citizens, specimens 
of the real bone and sinew of the land. 
"They will not look like the same people 
when you see them at young Baker's funer- 
al," remarked my friend. "Do you mean 
to tell me that those farmers and their fam- 
ilies in this busy harvest time will stop 
work, or more than a few of them, to at- 
tend a funeral?" "Watch and see," was 
ui» lone response to a question He aeenieu 
astonished to hear propounded. 


Soon after 1 o'clock there were seen little 


dust clouds on half a dozen roads centering 
at the Corners half a mile from Baker's. 
"We will go early, so that you may see our 
people under different circumstances—see 
them away from their farms, out of their 
working suits and in their dress up clothes." 
Half an hour before it was time for the 
services to begin there was n constant com- 
ing of carriages—bright, clean, modern car- 
riages—all bearing men with clean shaven 
faces, clad in stylish clothes, women in fine 
gowns and hate, and children as pretty of 
feature and as well dressed as their city 
cousins, and they looked and were a great 
deal healthier. 


For a quarter of a mile on both sides of 


the road teams were hitched to the fences. 
The house of mourning was crowded, and 
the ample grounds were filled with sym- 
pathizing neighbors and friends. As far 
as the eye could reach-and it could reach 
a long way in that level tract of the finest 
farming land in Wisconsin—not a farmer 
or a member of his family or a hired man 
could be seen at work that afternoon. All 
work had been suspended that everybody 
might go to the funeral. 


Wh&t a beatiful custom thatl A brother 


farmer and his family were In sorrow. 
Their neighbors would express their sym- 
pathy by participating in the last sad rites 
by following the silent sleeper to the grave. 
This they did, and with a warm press of 
the hand, and in many cases a choking, 
broken word of regret at the loss they had 
met with, they lifted a heavy load from 
the hearts of the weeping family. 


The hymns were sung by a hurriedly col- 


lected choir from a couple of farmers' fam- 
ilies. I shall never forget the soft, solemn, 
sympathetic way in which the possessors 
of those sweet voices rendered the touch- 
ing hymns. The young minister read the 
beautiful aad impressive Episcopal service 
in a clear, ringing voice, as though he had 
done so many times, but that was his flrst 
experience as pastor at a funeral. Several 
different nationalties were present. Bap- 
tists, Methodists, Catholics, Episcopalians, 
Congregationalists.Presby terians and those 
who belong to no church reverently bowed 
their heads when the good man spoke his 
message to the King of kings, who looks 
into hearts instead of church pews when he 
seeks to know of and about his people. 


My attention was called to two clusters 
of men, one under an apple tree ana tne 
other under a maple. In tie welcome shade 
of the latter were a dozen or more of gray 
haired men. On their left breasts were 
pinned a familiar badge. These men had 
come from a dozen widely separated farms 
for the purpose of showing their comrade 
in trouble that they were ready with sym- 
pathy and would be glad to aid him in any 
manner in their power. They were soldiers 
—comrades of Baker, who had been a hero 
in the Thirteenth New York. While I was 
cot surprised to see this evidence of broth- 
erly love—of true comradeship—I was 
deeply affected by it. 


Under the other tree there was assem- 


bled a delegation of Odd Fellows from the 
lodge to which the young man's father be- 
longed. There, too, was evidence of true 
fraternity. The fraternal spirit waa ap- 
parent on all sides. How beautiful, strong, 
helpful and splendid ia the true fraternal 
spirit! 


Do I give evidence of weakness when I 


say that some of the time I was watching 
that long procession—It was more than a 
mile long—winding its way to the little 
graveyard on the hill overlooking the old 
mill pond T. watched through tears? It was 
my flrst experience at a funeral in the coun- 
try. The impression it made will be last- 
ing. "It was just an average funeral," wag 
nay friend's remark on my comment that it 
was the most Impressive funeral that I had 
ever attended.—J. A. Watrous in Milwau- 
kee Telegraph.

How Spools Are Made. 


Birch wood is preferred. The wood is 


flrst sawed into sticks + or 5 feet long and 
seven-eighths of an inch to S inches square, 
according to the size of the spool to be pro- 
duced. These sticks ore thoroughly sea- 
soned. They are sawed into short blocks 
and dried in a hot air kiln. At the time 
they are sawed holes are bored perpendic- 
ularly through each block, which is set on 
one end under a rapidly revolving long 1 
shanked auger. 
Next one whirl of each 


little block against norne little knives that 
are turning at lightning speed fashions it 
into a spool, according to pattern desired, 
and that, too, at the rate of one a second 
for each set of knives.

making machines by simply placing the 
blocks in a spout, selecting the best and 
throwing out the knotty and defective 
stock. The machine ia "automatic," but 
there are some things which it cannot do; 
hence the employment of the small boys 
above mentioned. 
After the spools are 


turned they are placed in a large drum and 
revolved rapidly until they have taken on a 
fine polish. For some special purposes they 
are dyed yellow, black or red, according to 
taste. When ono sees a spool of thread 
marked "200" or "300 yards," it does not 
signify that the thread has been measured, 
but that the spool has been gauged and is 
supposed to have that amount of thread 
upon it.—Harrison's Magazine.
